As a fpecimen of the earlieft woodcuts and of printed block-books, 
deitined to fuperfede the manufcripts anterior to the valuable 
invention of Guttenberg, the Biblia Pauperum is well W(»thy the 
attention of the Amateur of Fine Arts as well as of the Biblio- 
grapher.
